Therefore, the present meeting 
was necessarily formal in its character, but he was only too glad to 
avail himself of theopportunity thus afforded him of congratulating his fellow.

If this were the wish of a majority 
of the shareholders it would not be opposed, although Mr. Barnes had made 
himself somewhat objectionable, In consequence of being allied with a party re 
presenting the vendors of a mine which had turned out such a disastrous fallure. 
If the directors were assured that Mr. Barnes did not intend by his election © 
cast a stigma on either of the gentlemen retiring there woul: still be a vacancy, 
and should a majority of the shareholders wish it there would be no objection 
raised to Mr. Barnes, though his circular was open to justly severe criticism, 
which he would leave to Dr. Bishop, who wa, better acquainted with some of 
the points ralsed than he could possibly be. 

The observations of the Chairman, which were made In a spirit calculated t0 
heal the differences existing in the minds of some of the shareholders, were r- 
ceived with marked approbation by most of those present. 

The report and balance-sheet were then, after some discussion, adopted ; after 
which, on the motion that Col, Wemyss be re-elected, an amendment was pro- 
posed that Mr, Barnes be elected in place of Col. Wemyss.

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REMARKS,—During the past week the metal market has been 
quiet, but what business has been transacted has been of a satisfac- 


tory character. The paucity of orders, however, has not affected the 
market so as to induce sellers to lower their prices beyond the most 
trifling concessions. The confidence which sellers have in the future 
prospects of trade deters them from submitting to any material re- 
duction. Enquiries this month scarcely equal the business trans- 
acted during last month. As the spring advances more orders may 
be looked for, both for home consumption and for export. 

Coprer.—No signs of improvement have been exhiLited, either in 
the value of or demand for this metal. Holders of Chili have not 
pressed sales, consequently prices have not suffered any further 
diminution. At the same time, buyers are not desirous of operating 
to any very great extent, unless at a considerable concession. The 
fact of so large a stock being held, and the more than sufficient sup- 
plies on the way, with no symptoms of any falling off in future 
charters, and the possibility at any moment of any one of the large 
holders attempting to realise on an extensive scale, in a great mea- 
sure influences buyers to confine their purchases within the narrowest 
limits. In Australian sales have been effected at a reduction of 10s. 
per ton, Wallaroo having changed hands at 72/, 10s. Orders for 
manufactured continue limited, nevertheless the shipments for last 
month to India have been nearly 1000 tons, which may be partly the 
completion of old contracts, and a few speculative shipments or con- 
signments, which necessarily tend to curtail legitimate business, as 
it is quite impossible for Indian houses to send over indents so long 
as their markets are overstocked with these superabundant supplies. 
If any good is to be done in manufactured copper it seems as if 
smelters must still further reduce their make more in proportion to 
the existing demand. There is no change in current quotations for 
yellow metal, but some few of the makers have declined taking con- 
tracte at rates which they have previously accepted. 

Brass.—The combination which has been in operation for some 
years past in the brass trade has lately ceased to exist. The market 
is thus thrown open to all the makers to effect independent sales ; 
and the result of the break up of the association has already shown 
itself, in the reduction ef jd. to 4d. per lb. The effect of such un- 
just monopolies or combinations in trade is always attended with 
the most injurious consequences, and ought to be universally dis- 
couraged. By these means a fictitious value is often maintained, 
and a profit thereby yielded to manufacturers beyond that which is 
warranted by the cost of the raw material, and that of manufactur- 
ing the same ; aud a feeling of irritation is produced amongst buyers 
who, properly enough, consider their interests unduly prejudiced. 

Inon.—There seems every probability of a speedy settlement of the 
dispute between masters and men in the North of England iron trade. 
Instead of calling in the services of Broadhead and “ Mary Ann,” 
and having recourse to “rattening” and powder canisters, they have 
agreed, first, to lay the matter in dispute before an arbitration and 
conciliation board, consisting of a representative of masters and 
men ; the number of the latter who are interested being about 12,000. 
The board, not being able to come to a decision, have called in the 
services of an umpire—Mr. T. Hughes, M.P, The men claim an ad- 
dition of 10 per cent. to their wages. The masters agree to a pre- 
gent advance of 5 per cent., or 74 per cent, for the whole year, to 
which the men will not assent. Mr. Hughes is now engaged in the 
consideration of this question, and if it be possible he is to arrange 
a sliding scale of wages, to rise or fall with the price of iron, so as to 
obviate future perplexities. Scotch pig is quiet, at 54s, 9d. cash, and 
55s, one month. aie tendency during the week has rather been to 
lower prices. ordshire bars are quiet, as also are all other de- 
scriptions of Staffordshire iron. Welsh lars have advanced in value, 
and sellers look for higher prices. The lowest quotations for bars 
is 6/, 12s, 6d, and 67,15s, In Swedish bars sellers are firm at present 


quotations, which buyers refuse to accede to. There are orders in 
the market, and they as the season advances are pretty sure to come 
forward. When the iron begins to arrive in the Thames it may be 
that buyers and sellers may agree upon prices. 

LEAD.—Quiet. Prices rather tending in buyers’ favour. 

QUICKSILVER.— Unaltered. 

SPELTER.—The demand is gradually improving, and prices have 
slightly risen. Sellers now quoting 197, 5s, 

TIN-PLATES.—The make is very much reduced, and consequently, 
as might have been anticipated, improved demand having sprung 
up, prices have advanced to 23s. I.C, coke, closing firm. 

T1n.—The realisation, at the first momentary lull in the demand, 
of sundry small lots, bought at about the minimum of the market, 
might naturally be looked for. In every trade there are some who 
generally prefer acting upon the principle of “nimble ninepence ” 
(and, as a rule, they are right) to waiting for the long shilling; and 
in satisfying themselves with a quick, though small, return they 
endeavour to attain a double end—first, should the market take a 
turn, they secure the top price ; and, secondly, having sold, they do 
all in their power to affect and depress prices to such an extent as to 
enable them to buy in again at a reduced value. But this system is 
not always successful ; at least so it seems just now, when we con- 
sider the extremely limited quantities of tin that holders can be in- 
duced to part with at present prices, which necessarily renders it ex- 
ceedingly hazardous, as the market stands, to sell in the expectation 
of buying again at a lower figure. Were there the prospect of de- 
clining prices before long, would not holders of tin be ready and 
anxious to avail themselves of the present enquiry to reduce their 
stake, instead of, as they do, evincing the greatest reluctance to 
dispose of even the smallest lot? The opportunity has been offered 
over and over again of effecting sales of 50 and 100 tons in a line, 
and as often declined. Such cautious dealing on the part of holders 
must exercise a most salutary influence upon the future of this 
metal’; and, judging from the strong support the market thus de- 
rives from this source alone, there is not much cause to fear that 
prices will not be firmly maintained in their advanced position. 
There is no pressure upon the market, which has been only occa- 
sionally fidgetted by a few petty transactions, which induced a little 
unsettled feeling, at a rather sensitive period; but if compared with 
other speculative metals, such, for instance, as copper and spelter, 
it occupies a most enviable position. There is not merely a fair de- 
mand for legitimate purposes, but this metal attracts more notice 
from speculators at the present time than any other, or rather all the 
rest (Scotch pig-iron excepted) put together. At the same time, prices 
having udvanced so rapidly, speculators can buy but little, and are 
disappointed in not having been able to procure more. The course 
of the market, whichever way it turns, is seldom universally accept- 
able, and exactly as all those interested in it would like it to be. 
Those whe are disappointed have generally the good sense to con- 
ceal their vexation and hide their mortification, albeit they do not 
always attain the desired result. The wiser course for such is notso 
much to regret lost opportunities as to improve those that yet remain. 
No time should be lost in making what seems likely to result in a pro- 
fitable purchase, inasmuch as the tendency of the market is ultimately 
to higher prices. Straits tin cannot be replaced at its current value 
in our market without a loss, and such being the case the prospects 
cannot be otherwise than good. Thestocks continue to compare favour- 
ably with former periods, and as most of the recent purchases have 
been of a bona fide character great reliefisthereby given to the market, 
which will doubtless lead to prices gathering strength. Nearly every 
fresh contract imparts increased confidence, and sellers become firmer, 
and will only realise provided they obtain enhanced rates upon the pre- 
vious market price. Some unforeseen contingency may arise, such as 
Rochefort’s arrest, and a threatened emeute, organised by a few thou- 
sand Parisian gamins, glad of the opportunity of “playing at barri- 
cades ;” but had matters really assumed a more serious revolutionary 
aspect in France we do not see how the manufacture of tin-plates and 
the sale of tin was to be affected thereby. Should no such contin- 
gency occur, our prediction a few weeks ago, that Straits tin would 
probably attain 120/. per ton, seems likely to be verified. There is no 
fear of the large holders forcing sales ; on the contrary, the greatest 
difficulty exists in inducing ther to sell at all, unless at prices con- 
siderably in advance of the marKktt. Stockof Banca tin on warrants 
in Holland on Jan. 31, 1870, 49,548 slabs; ditto 1869, 78,873 slabs ;

The settlement of the fortnightly account in the MINING SHARE 
MARKET has occupied a great deal of the attention of the brokers 
and dealers this week, and it was, consequent upon the enormous 
amount of speculation which has been going on for some weeks past 
in Welsh mines, one of the heaviest everknown. It passed off, how- 
ever, without difficulty, though the fluctuations in several mines 
caused heavy differences to be met in mere speculative accounts. 
By far the greatest proportion of business, however, proved to have 
been for investment, and a great deal of stock was taken up. This 
improved the market materially on Thursday, and an active business 
again set in. The mines chiefly dealt in were Van, Van Consols, 
West Chiverton, East Lovell, Crebor, Redmoor, Drake Walls, New 
Lovell, Bwlch Consols, Bronfloyd, Tan-yr-Allt, Assheton, West Frances, 
West Maria and Fortescue, Pacific, Mary Ann, Chontales, Chiverton 
Moor, &e.

ON THE CAUSE OF THE DEPRESSION IN TRADE. 


We have frequently had occasion to remark of late, in another 
part of the Journal, that it was a mistake to suppose that the pre. 
sent depression of trade resulted solely from “panic” and “want of 
confidence ;” and we have expressed the opinion that “an unlimited 
power of production, unaccompanied by a proportionately increased 
power of consumption, must eventually result in unremunerative 
prices—a falling market at home and an overstocked market abroad." 
This seems to be a self-evident proposition, and yet the leason which 
it teaches is not learnt as readily as might be expected. We observe 
in the columns of a contemporary an article upon the subject, from 
which we are glad to learn that the various Chambers of Commerce, 
who have been giving their attention to the cause of the present de. 
pression of trade, have arrived at the same conclusion with ourselves, 
The Times sums up the question in these words, “The truth is, there 
is a limit to consumption, even in the markets of the world.” If 
producers of the raw material will inundate the manufacturing dis. 
tricts with unlimited supplies, and manufacturers will continue to 
purchase the same at prices which, when the manufactured article 
finds its way into the home and foreign markets, results in its being 
disposed of at prices which leave a loss to the manufacturer, or else 
it is not disposed of at all, but is packed away in the warehouse, in 
some instances to deteriorate materially in value by keeping, and in 
very few to improve thereby ; it is, we repeat, a losing speculation— 
not caused by panic or want of confidence—but by the simple fact of 
the supply being greater than the demand. Of course, this would 
matter less provided the raw material were only purchased by the 
manufacturer at a price sufficiently low to enable him to offer it to 
the consumer at so reduced a figure, that that which at former prices 
was a luxury indulged in by the rich becomes at lower prices an 
article of necessity within reach of both rich and poor. It would 
then become a question for the consideration of the producer whe- 
ther it is worth his while to stimulate production, and make up in 
quantity at a low price the same profit—or, perhaps, a larger profit— 
than when he sold a smaller out-turn at ahigher price. This plaw 
gives a legitimate stimulus to trade, and has frequently been proved 
very profitable in its results. Take, for example, cheap trains and 
penny postage. The multiplication, ad infinitum, of travellers and 
letters far more than compensates the loss of a high tariff. But 
what we at present have to do with is, not what under certain cir- 
cumstances which do not exist, but which at some future period may 
exist, shall the producers do with regard to the limitation or exten- 
sion of their labours, but what course ought our manufacturers to 
adopt in the face of the large supplies of raw material which reach 
our shores? Why, instead of the tacit understanding which seems 
to exist among them, that each is to outbid his neighbour in the 
price he offers, there should be a tacit understanding, based on 
common sense, that no higher price should be given for the raw ma- 
terial than will ensure a ready sale of the manufactured article ata 
low but still a remunerative figure. 

The manufacturer, under these circumstances, being now in a posi- 
tion to work to a profit, let him not lose his vantage ground by care- 
lessness in the manufacture of his goods. There was a time when 
articles of English manufacture commanded the markets of the 
world. The excellence and reliability of the goods was sufficiently 
guaranteed by their having come from England. Buyers have long 
since discovered, more particularly in the jungles of India, the back 
woods of America, or in the colonies, that the best article is, in the 
long run, the cheapest, But, instead of relying as formerly upon 
the manufactures exported from England, they look elsewhere to 
supply themselves with what they require. Sheffield and Birming- 
bam hardware are too frequently stigmatised as “ Brummagem” 
goods “made to sell” rather than for use, and goods of American 
manufacture are purchased in preference. We have not, however, 
altogether lost our reputation. There are still firms among us of 
known standing, whose names command a realy sale for their various 
makes, because of their tried and proved excellence. Were we dis- 
posed to moralise, we should say that there is no exception to the 
invariable rule that “honesty is the best policy.” Let our workmen, 
instead of agitating strikes, combine to turn out the best possible 
article, elegant in design, perfect in workmanship, and durable in 
material, and we shall soon reassert our title to the supremacy whick 
we are in danger of losing.

RAILWAYS, BESSEMER RAILS, anp HEMATITE IRON ORES, 
A WORD TO INVESTORS, 


roducts of our “ sea-girt isle” are so well known that 
uae raid in calling attention thereto. Nature has been es- 
cially bounteous to Great Britain, and has distributed mineral 
rebes with an unsparing band. We all know to what an extent the 
prosperity of this country is indebted for its coal and iron mines: 
who can calculate the exact benefits conferred upon England at 
large, from the possession of such resources? and not upon England 
only, but upon almost every part of the habitable globe, for there 
are few countries that have not been recipients of England $ mer- 
chandise. We all know likewise that next to the possession of this 
great boon we are greatly indebted to the large and comprehensive 
spirit of enterprise that actuates England's sons, Other countries 
have the elements of prosperity within them, but they are suffered 
to lie dormant, energy and enterprise are ee hence the want of 
3 which some countries now present to us, 
Pot 20, however, with our busy hive of industry. We know what 
our progress has been, more especially during the last 40 years; we 
can recount as time has moved onwards very many important plans, 
inventions, and discoveries, which have each done their part in the 
grand and great achievements of the country. Look at our rail- 
ways! There is scarcelya town, or even village, of any moment that 
is not visited by a railway train. We are so accustomed to look at 
such an object day by day that we lose sight of the prodigies of 
wealth that our railways have been the means of conferring upon 
the country. Were it possible to annihilate them we should then 
know fully, and painfully, what we had lost. To consider the state 
of things which would then exist would be simple bewilderment, 
would baffle all calculation, and leave the mind with an awful pause 
before it. : 

But great as the progress of our railway system has been, it has 
reached its present position through a seriesof gradations : we have 
not arrived at the comparatively perfect and satisfactory state of 
things we now possess all at once—improvement has followed im- 
provement, but it has been by measured steps. We can well re- 
member the first railway train that conveyed its living freight through 
the country ; we can also contrast the somewhat primitive condition 
which then attached itself to railways with the ponderous flying 
machines of the present day ; indeed, we all know to what an extent 
the trafficand rolling stock of the entire railway system has increased. 
Is it any wonder then that our iron roads-should feel the crushing 
effect of the enormous dead weight which they have to support con- 
tinually? The very fact that the best iron rails now capable of ma- 
nufacture being utterly unsuited for the great weight and immense 
traffic that now pass over them is ample evidence that a better 
material is required ; and, as if aetuated by instinct, or inspired by 
revelations of the future, we have the Bessemer system, which comes 
to our aid at the time it is wanted, and gives us an article that de- 
fies all competition. 

In making these remarks we must not be understood to suppose 
that ordinary iron rails of good quality are not produced by owr great 
manufacturers ; far from it, we believe the contrary to be the case. 
Still, in a country like ours, where the race for progress is so great, 
where business is a sole object and pursuit, and by which the welfare 
of the country is kept up and maintained, it behoves us still more to 
push forward, and be ever upon the alert to ascertain where we can 
improve upon the existing state of things. 

No one will presume to deny the fact that from the trials hitherto 
made the Bessemer rail infinitely surpasses the best ordinary iron rail 
that can possibly be produced ; indeed, it cannot be otherwise, its 
homogenity slone gives to it a character which the most carefully 
piled rail cannot possess: in the one case lamination is certain, in 
the other impossible.

COAL TO PAY THE NATIONAL DEBT.—Among the papers read at 
the recent meeting of the South Staffordshire and East Worcester- 
shire Institute of Mining Engineers, a report of which is published 
in the Supplement to this day’s Journal, was one by Mr. Walter Ness, 
of Pelsall, in which he maintains that the workable coal beneath 
the Frith of Forth, and therefore belonging to the Crown, would 
return sufficient royalty to pay the National Debt. The quality of 
this coal is excellent, ranging from the best cannel or gas coals down 
to the ordinary furnace coals, with all the varieties between. Tak- 
ing the total area of the Forth, where they had reason to believe 
these coal measures existed in their entirety, they had 15 miles by 12, 
or 180 square miles of coal-bearing area 100 ft. deep. This gave 
them 12,672,000,000 tons. Taking the other parts of the nation which 
were known with tolerable certainty to be equally available, oppo- 
site Sunderland and northwards under the German Ocean, also op- 
posite Ayrshire, and Workington, Lancashire, and the Bristol Chan- 
nel on the west coast, as jointly capable of yielding a similar quantity 
to that of the Frith of Forth, they would then have 25,344,000,000 
tons. This, at 9d.a ton, would be over 950,000,000/.in value. Such 
& sum would more than cover the National Debt, He thought it was 
Mr. Gladstone who remarked some time ago that the National Debt 
ought to be paid off whilst we continued drawing from our mineral 
resources. Was it unreasonable to hope that by withdrawing their 
coal from under the sea succeeding generations might be able to pay 
the National Debt?

REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


Feb. 9.—The ironstone miners’ strike still continues, and is the 
subject of much conversation by the tradegenerally. Itis not, how- 
ever, expected to last long, or to spread to such serious dimensions 
as was by some at one time expected. The number of men out is 
about 1500, the dispute being confined to the Crag Hall, Cliff, and 
Brotton Mines. It was atone time thought probable that the Eston 
miners, and those in the employ of Messrs, Pease and partners, at 
Upleatham, would turn out, but up to the present time they have 
remained at their work—indeed, we understand that the Eston 
men have not given notice for advance. Those now on strike have 
held several meetings since our last report, but they have failed to 
arrive at any settlement of their difficulty, or to induce the masters 
to make concessions satisfactory to them. Messrs. Bell Brothers offered id. 
per ton more than was paid up to the time of the strike, but this was refused. 
Messrs. Morrison and Co. offered to grant the 2d. per ton asked for, but only on 
such stone as might be worked on Saturday afternoons and Sundays, the old 
rate of 10d. to be paid for that brought out during the other five days of the 
week. This offer was emphatically refased by the employees. Thus far things 
remain the same as at the beginuingof the dispute. At the meeting held on 
Monday by the men, on the beach at Marske, it was resolved to request the 
masters to submit the difference of 2d. per ton to arbitration, and cither Mr. 
Rupert Kettle or Mr. Thomas Hughes to be chosen as arbiter. Deputations of 
the men were sent from ‘hat meeting to ask the masters if they would consent 
to the submission of the question to arbitration. The deputations at another 
meeting, held on Tuesday, reported their iuterviews with the agents of the em- 
ployers, who had promised to bring the proposition before the masters. The 
agent for Messrs. Robson and Co., whose men left the mines without working 
out the proper notice, told the deputation—according to their report—that un- 
less the men returned to the mines, and worked out the proper notice, a fresh 
staff of men would be brought to carry on the works, and that he could not, 
under the circumstances, consider the proposed arbitration. Atthe Saturday’s 
meeting it was resolved—** That the Upleatham miners [ Messrs. Pease and part- 
ners] only fill two tubs per day for the next fortnight, and not strike.’’ Weare 
told that this resolution is to a considerable extent being carried out at the 
Upleatham as well also at the Hob Hill Mines. 

The dispute between the masters and miners had not that depress- 
ing influence on pig-iron prices on ’Change, on Tuesday, which might have been 
expected. The generali pression appeared to be that the differences will soon 
be arranged. Quotations for pigs were the same as last week, although very littie 
business was done. Curreut list rates are 53s. 6d. No.1; 508. 6d. No. 3 ; 49s. 6d. 
No. 4, cash at works, or f.o.b. on the Tees. The demand is reported to be very 
steady, but masters being generally well supplied with orders are not pressing 
to effect sales, and consequently there is not much doing at present in pig-iron. 
Cleveland warrants are quoted nominally at 49s. 6d. cash. The stock in store 
has been reduced during the past week by 500 tons, being now 39,084 tons, 
The return made by the Ironmasters’ Assuciation monthly, showing the make, 
shipments, &c., of pig-iron, bas just been issued for January; and, notwith- 
standiug the increased wake of the district, makers’ stocks show a decrease of 
9182 tons during the past month as compared with December, and 800 tons in 
warrant stores. There are now blowing in theCleveland district 10u furnaces. 

Enquiries for rails continue steady, notwithstanding the reported 
comparative dalness in the metropolitan market for this class of material. The 
mills are in regular operation for both rails and plates, and bar-iron is in some- 
what improved request. 

Messrs. Fox, Head, and Co., of the Newport Rolling Mills, Mid- 
dlesborough, three years ago placed thelr works on the co-operation system. 
The rules provided, amongst other things, that no employee should be a member 
of any Trades Union, and the owners agreed not to combine with other masters 
for the purpose of regulating wages: 10 per cent. was to he paid for thecapital 
employed ; a reasonable allowance to be made for depreciation and renewals of 
plant, which was to be kept in a perfect state of repair; and, afcer providing a 
fand to meet bad debts, any surplus profit at the end of each year to he divided 
into two equal parts—one to be paid to the capitalists, and the other half to be 
divided among those engaged in the manufacture, in proportion to the amounts 
earned by them during the year in wages and salaries. The first year there 
was no division, nor the second one elther ; the closing year of the agreement 
is, however, much more favourabie, and the report jast issued is interesting. It 
is announced that during the third year a considerable improvement in trade 
has taken place. According to the provisions of the co-operative scheme, the 
fall district prices have been paid for labour, including an advance of 5 per 
cent. from May1l. In addition to this, asum which will yield a bonus of 244 per 
cent. upon the wages and <aiaries of the year has now been declared avaliable 
for division. The co-operative experiment was for three years, and that period 
has ended. The repori is, therefore, accompanied by a new co-operative scheme, 
in principie the same asthe old one, but morecarefuliy drawn up, and modified 
according to the experience of the last three years. It is intended that this shall 
be for a period of five years. The amount of success which may attend it during 
that time wili determine whether or not It is desirabic to continue it stilllonger, 
and with what alterations, if any. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Feb. 10.—The Tyne and Wear have been well supplied with ships 
especially with large vessels, and the collieries have,in consequence, 
been well employed. On Monday and Tuesday, however, the coast 
was visited by a heavy easterly gale, which for the time much ob- 
structed the shipping, and also caused serious damage. Several 
large vessels are loading rails in the Tyne Dock, and business has 
been exceedingly brisk there, large quantities of coal and coke having 
been shipped. As remarked in this letter a short time ago, those 
docks have been fully occupied, and are hardly capable of increasing 
the shipment of coals, in consequence of which additional shipping 
places are to be provided at once at the west end of South Shields, 
It is, however, remarkable that the main purposes for which those 
shipping places are required is for the accommodation of vessels shipping the 
steam coals from Northumberland, and these steam coals mast be charged at 
least twelve miles extra carriage, as compared with the distance to the Nor. 
thumberland Dock, and alao the site of the proposed docks at the Low Lights, 
or Coble Dean, North Shields. So much for the eaterprise shown by the coal 
and shipowners on the north side of the River Tyne. Tuere has, indeed, been 
more than sufficient talk on the subject, but more than thisis reqaired. The 
quantity of coals sent from the north-eastern ports ia Jaauary, 137), ve 
greatly exceeds the shipments in January, 1869, the retarns showing the large 
increase of 127,595 tons. 

Now that there is every prospect of a general revival of trade, and 
reason for expecting a good year’s work, the spectre which so often 
affrights and ruins commercial men has not failed to arise. It arose, 
indeed, at the very dawn of the year, and was only put down, perhaps, 
for a time, as the ir»n men still wish for a further advance, which is 
referred to arbitration. And now that the coal and ironstone men are 
clamouring for a large advance we do not, indeed, anticipate any serious dif- 
culty with the colliers; but the iroustone men have assamed a position which 
is really alarming, and if they persist in the rash course they have begun they 
may inflict great iujaries on themselves, and on the iron, coal, and coke trades, 
The Union recently established in Durham doves not make mach progress; it 
may, however, attract more attention as the period arrives for holding the an- 
nual bindings, and this time is not far distant.

NortH of ENGLAND INSTITUTE OF MINING ENGINEERS.—The 
meeting on Saturday was very largely attended, and 14 new members 
and three graduates were elected. The chair was occupied by the 
President, Mr. Edward Boyd. The first business was the report of 
the committee appointed to consider the proposed connection between 
the Wood Memorial Hall and the Library of the Literary and Philo- 
sophical Society. Thecommittee recommended that—!. There shall bea covered 
bridge, about § ft. wide, between the Wood Memorial Hall and the building of 
the Literary and Philosophical Society, so that there may be a free commuuica- 
tion between the two rooms.—2. That the Scientific Library of the Mining In- 
stitute, now consisting of about 500 volumes, be keptin the Wood Memoria! Hall, 
and that the Mining Institute shall engage tospend not less than 50. peran um 
upon the extension of that library, provided the Literary and Philosophical 
Society continue to spend not less than that sum in the annual purchase of scl 
entific books. Also, that all works of a scientific character, and all proceediugs 
of learned societies belonging to the Literary and Philosophical Society, shall 
be kept in the same hall, and shall, together with the Library of the Mining In- 
stitute, be under the charge of the librarian of the Literary and Philosophical 
Society. and subject to the rales and regulations of that society, &c. After some 
discussion, the report of the committee was adopted in its entirety. , 

Mr. Griffith read his paper “ On the Cannel Coal Seam of Flint- 
shire,’ and it proved to be of the most interesting and important kind, and well 
illustrated by maps and diagrams. First, a geological map of. this remarkable 
district, showing the position of these curious Cannel seams, and also other for- 
mations ; secondly, a longitudinal section, showing a very remarkable position 
of the beds of coal and occupying strata, from which it appears that these seams 
are subject to a great variety of contortions, not only slip dykes, common in all 
coal fields, but also nips, rolls, &e. The thickness of the seam, of course, varies 
to a great extent, and it is evident that the workings must entail great cost, but, 
against this, the Cannel and shale are of great comparative value, varying at 
present from 12s, to 28s. per ton. 

A very interesting discussion took place on the paper of Mr. George 
Fowler ‘On a Method of Abstracting Explosive Gas from Coal Mines,” &., the 
debate being conducted and taken part in by mining and mechanical! engineers, 
and also by eminent chemists. The proposal of Mr. Fowler is certainly a bold 
one, as he proposes to close the shafts of the mine, and by exhaustion clear 
the whole of the mine, goaves, &c., of deletercus gases. The project appears to 
be intended to effect the extraction of the gases by pumping, instead of allow- 
ing them to graduaily exude and be carried off by the usual slow process— 
that is, by the currents of air put in circulation in the mine. It must, however, 
be recollected that this can only be effected by putting an entire stop to the 
usual ventilation of the works, which is, to say the least, rather an awkward 
proceeding ; and it appears to be scarcely probable that his scheme will find 
much favour among practical miners. 

An excellent discussion ensued on Mr. Fowler’s paper “On the 
Method of Working Coal by Long Wall.’”’ This paper was also well illustrated 
by diagrams, showing the various modes or modifications resorted to in work- 
ing long wall. There is no doubt that this system is admirably adapted for 
working coal in many cases, but it is very remarkable that it has never made 
much progress in this district, whether owing to pecaliarities in the coal seams 
and the accompanying strata or toothercauses.
